PACEM   IN   TERRIS 

This  Folio  has  a  two-fold  theme:  the  February  ''Pacem  in  Terris"  Convocation,  held  in  New 
York,  and  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic  Institutions,  in  Santa  Barbara,  who  sponsored 
and  organized  this  major  peace  conference.  "Pacem  n  Terris"  which  was  the  theme  of  the  late 
Pope  John  XXIII's  1963  Encyclical  inspired  the  Center  to  arrange  this  Convocation  to  consider 
constructive  political  activity  for  peace.  The  "Pacem  in  Terris"  programs  listed  below  will  be  air 
mailed  to  us  from  our  sister  station  in  New  York,  WBAI.  The  Peace  Convocation  participants  in- 
clude: Vice-President  Hubert  Humphrey,  Secretary-General  of  the  UN,  U  Thant;  Berlin's  Mayor 
Willy  Brandt;  economist  and  historian  Barbara  Ward;  Senator  William  Fulbright,  US  Representa- 
tive to  the  UN,  Adlai  Stevenson;  historian  Arnold  Toynbee;   and  theologian  Paul  Tillich. 

The  Center  and  Pacifica  Foundation  have  many  related  spheres  of  interest,  as  Pacifica  Founda- 
tion President  Hallock  Hoffman,  has  been  on  the  Center  staff  for  several  years,  and  "From  the 
Center"  programs  are  regularly  broadcast  on  KPFA.  As  a  tribute  to  the  Center  staff  who  made 
the  "Pacem  in  Terris"  conference  possible,  KPFA  is  featuring  a  series  of  programs  called  "Slightly 
Autobiographical"  with  interviews  of  the  seven  Center  staff  members  whose  photographs  are  shown 
in  the  center  pages  of  the  Folio.
